NUERNBERG. Oct. 26 — Ger­

incarcerated there. W ith the open 
lug of the trial just 24 days away, 
Dr. Ley’s death Is believed to ex 
elude the use of certain documents 
with high value as evidence per­ 
taining only to the ex-labor boss. 
The official announcement said 
the

was discovered 
by a 
sentinel 
who 
became auspicious 
when Dr. Ley remained*seated mo­ 
tionless in his cell for more than 
two minutes. 
“The sentinel called the prisoner 
by name and received no answer, 
the announcement said. “They (the 
guard and .the corporal of 
the 
guard) entered the cell and dis­ 
covered Ley was on the toilet seat. 
His mouth was stuffed with rags 
torn from his underwear. Around 
his neck was the hemmed edge of 
a towel, fastened to the top of the 
flush pipe of the toilet. The guard 
called the prison officer, who cut 
the prisoner down.” 
Dr. Ley had wet the towelling to 
make sure the knot would not 
slip and had drawn the noose tight 
when he seated himself. The guard, 
who looked into the cell every 30 
seconds, could see only the prison­ 
er's knees. Apparently Dr. Ley hail 
planned his suicide long and care­ 
fully. 
The 22 other top-ranking Nazi 
defendants were not Informed of 
Dr. Ley's death. His body was re­ 
moved to the prison morgue. 
He was buried today in an un­ 
marked grave.

3.—Timely delivery of Russia’s 
United Nations ratification docu­ 
ments, which perm itted the world 
security organization to become a 
fact Wednesday. 
M ay Agree To M eeting 
W ashington officials hope the 
week end m ay bring at least one 
more air-clearing event: An an 
nouncement that Russia has decid­ 
ed to participate in the Allied Far 
Eastern a d v i s o r y commission, 
which will meet here for the first 
time Tuesday. 
Announcement yesterday of the 
continuing four-power council dis­ 
cussions climaxed a day in which 
government officials and newsmen 
debated this question: 
When Foreign Commissar Molo­ 
tov first proposed the council for 
Japan, did he mean one like that 
set up to govern Germany or one 
like those established to admin­ 
ister former German satellite na­ 
tions such as Hungary and Ro­ 
mania?

Tokyo Foreign Office Feels 


Order May Be Outside Of 


Potsdam Directives

TOKYO, Oct. 26—The Japanese 
foreign office today showed reluc­ 
tance to obey Gen. M acArthur's 
unprecedented orders for the dip­ 
lomatic isolation of Japan. 
Dom el quoted unnamed Inform­ 
ed sources as reporting that the 
government would "exercise great 
care” in following the order, but 
that foreign office officials “would 
sound out" Allied authorities on 
whether the directive “conforms 
to the Potsdam declaration”. 
Gen. MacArthur yesterday order­ 
ed Japan to transfer all of her dip­ 
lomatic 
and 
consular 
properties 
and archives everywhere in the 
world to the Allied powers, to 
cease relations with foreign gov 
ernm ents and to recall her diplo­ 
matic and consular representatives 
froVn abroad. The directive was 
prepared by the joint chiefs of 
staff in Washington. 
H a s Continued Relations 
The Allies, immediately after the 
end of hostilities, had requested 
Japan to cease relations with neu­ 
tral powers. At that time some 
quarters of the governm ent ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the re­ 
quest wis inconsistent with the 
Potsdam pact. 
Since the surrender, Japan has 
m aintained relations with Switzer­ 
land, Sweden, Portugal, Eire, Af­ 
ghanistan and the Holy See. 
On the occupation front, Gen. 
MacArthur's headquarters said that 
plans for fitting other Allied troops 
into the setup aw ait the conclusion 
of policy discussions among the 
big powers, then the receipt of 
orders from W ashington. To date, 
not one official word has come 
through. 
Gen. MacArthur, meanwhile. In­ 
dicated im patience at silence from 
the Japanese government concern­

And sometimes a part 
developed for one plane was adapted to another; a North American landing gear went into 
the Northrop P-61 Black Widow, for example. The exchange of technical information ended 
with the war, however, and the councils for pooling efforts now are being dissolved.

Tanker Seamen Saved 26 


As Gale Hit Okinawa

NAHA, Okinawa, Oct. 26 — A 
story of heroism in the best tradi 
tions of the sea at the height of 
the Oct. 9 typhoon jvas uncovered 
here today by Frank Filan, Assoc!

2 —The $119,000 new dormitory 
for the (Jirls* Industrial School at 
Delaware, for which the board of 
control released funds from the 
last legislature's $23,000,000 wel­ 
fare appropriation this week. 
3.—Duplex apartm ent buildings 
for doctors at each of the state 
hospitals, for which $700,000 has 
been appropriated. 
A new dairy barn for the hospital 
for epileptics at 
Gallipolis 
was 
scheduled to be built on a flood- 
proof site at an estim ated cost of 
$50,000, but bids ran $13,000 over 
and the project hinges on whether 
the board of control will release 
the extra money. 
Mr. Beams described the physi­ 
cians' apartm ents as the No. I 
project to get under way before 
the snow files. 
Three units are planned at the 
Massillon State hospital and two 
each 
at 
Institutions 
In 
Athens,
